J IJNT1L his retirement a few 

year* ago. Dr. Michael Dark, who patted away 
; yeaterday at Oldi, Alberta, was one of the most 
linking personalities in Canadian public life. He en¬ 
tered Parliament as Liberal member for Red Deer 
in 1908. not long after his arrival from Northum¬ 
berland, England, where he was bom. and quickly 
impressed the House by his ability as a parliamentar¬ 
ian. As a. debater, particularly on economic issues, 
he was without a peer, and that was at a time when 
liie House of Commons included Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
Hon. W. S. Fielding. Sir Robert Borden and Sic 
George E. Foster. He was convincing', forceful. In¬ 
formative, constructive, and always comparatively 

—-brief;—■— —■• ■ » - *- ----—_ 

It was obvious that Dr. Clark's training had 
been acquired in the school of political controversy in 
his native country which produced men like Chamber¬ 
lain. Asquith and Balfour, whose speeches rarely ex¬ 
ceeded an hour and who in that time were able to 
deal with many issues of the most momentous na¬ 
ture. such as tariff reform, the Irish question and the 
land question, with a little foreign policy thrown in 
for good measure. In answering a three-hour or 
four-hour speech by Sir George Foster. Dr. Clark 
seldom took more than an hour. He never Was 
venomous like Mr. Meighen and. also unlike the 
preset-.! Conservative leader, he was possessed of a keen 
sense of humor which found expression in all of his 
speeches and healed the wounds his unerring and 
merciless logic inflicted upon his opponents. He 
could demolish a column of pettifogging sophistry, 
hair-splitting and word-jugglmg with a single sen¬ 
tence. Always fair and chivalrous, no matter how 
hard he struck, his speeches commanded attention in 
. all, political camps. 

Dr. Clark was a man of strong convictions, es¬ 
pecially oq fiscal policy, "and not infrequently differed 
with his party on that ground. His conception of 
Liberalism, acquired in Northumberland, had no room 
for a tariff, and he did not like the Canadian Liberal 
policy of a tariff for revenue only. Whether he 
would have been a capable administrator or not it it 
not possible to judge, since he never Fad an oppor¬ 
tunity of . trying his hand at this task. But nobody 
in his tjme or since then in the House of Commons 
has equaled in debate on his chosen field the big. red- 
whiskered. genial clarion-vowed free trader from Old*, 
Alberta, whose passing will be regretted by a host 
~6* admlrm from coast to coast. — r 1 ..

But the miner never knows , 
when Nature herself is going to put an end to his I 
career for all time. He is exposed to dangers, known I 
and unknown, practically every moment he is hewing I 
coal. 

Experts tell us, of. course, that,.muck can be done 
to improve the lot of the miner in respect of bis work¬ 
ing conditions and methods of production in general. 
Until something has been accomplished in this direc¬ 
tion—-anybody who has been down Old Country 
coal mines knows bow much , room for improvement 
there »—there is very little point in wage comparisons 
as between the safe and the Bazardou* Irsdes.
